WASHINGTON—(United Press) 


—Land grabbing by others than vet- 
erans would be made possible un- 
der the present draft of the soldier 
bonus bill, in the opinion of those 
congressmen who have studied the 
measure closely. 


It became known today that Rep- 


resentative Frear, farm bloc man, 
had been warned that the bill con- 
tains a "joker" which will permit 
opening up public lands to others 
than, ex-soldiers. Frear intends to 
study the draft carefully, and If be 
finds that the land grant phase is 
too wide open, he will undoubtedly 
take action 
looking 
toward 
its 


amendment. 


The original draft of the bill pro- 


vides tbe secretary or the interior 
(chairman of the farm, settlement 
board) "may withdraw from loca- 
tion, sale, settlement, entry or other 
disposition: and place under the con- 
trol of the board, such unappropri- 
ated public lands as he deems neces- 
sary for any projects." 


Further it permits of opening 


town sites in which the board may 
"sell lots under regulations and np- 
on sucb terms as it shall prescribe." 


Whether the joker was originally 


purposely inserted to open up pub- 
lic lands is a question. Correction, of 
this situation,, however, would-be-a 
simple matter. It is said, for the 
wording would merely have to be 
altered to make projects specifically 
open only to veterans. 


The house ways and means com-

portant banded down In the last 
decade. The court

stitutional that part of the rate mak- 
ing provisions of the Esch-CumminS 
law, which gave the interstate com- 
merce commission virtually complete 
control of Intra-state as well as In- 
terstate rates. 


This provision- of the law was at- 


tacked by 43 states who claimed 
that their sovereign rights were in- 
vaded by the statute and that Con- 
gress had no authority to give the 
commission control over Intra-state 
but only interstate matters. 
WISCONSIN SUIT 


The suit, the first attack against, 


the Each-Cummins law to reach, tbe 
snprema court, was brought by tbe 
Wisconsin state railroad commission 
against the Burlington railroad, to 
enjoin the charging of the higher 
rates.

Passenger fares, escess baggage 
milk and cream, 20 per cent; sur- 
charge on Pullman accommodations 
50 per cent; freight in the eastern 
states, 40 per cent; the western, 35 
per cent, the mountain and Pacific 
coast, 40 per cent; the southern, 25 
per cent.

POWERS WIPED OUT 


The decision, it Is agreed, virtu- 


ally wiped out the powers at atate 
railroad commissions, unless the In- 
terstate

chooses to delegate them some pow- 
ers. The work of ratp-making Is such 
a tremendous task that it baa been 
proposed to ask • state commissions 
to make recommendations regarding 
alleged intra-state rats- discrimina- 
tions and report them to the federal 
commission for final order. 


Whether state legislatures In the 


future can re-enact two-cent fare 
laws annulled by the war emergen- 
cy, is doubtful. 


The decision of the court 
was 


unanimous The interstate commerce 
commission in finding that rate in- 
creases were necessary in August 
1920, decided that Intra-state and 
Interstate states should be interest- 
ed in the same percentage. It claimed 
that under the Bsch-Cumrains bill 
it had power to control the Intra- 
state rates, formerly framed by state 
commissions, because of their close 
connection to interstate rates. 


Shortly after increasing interstate 


rates the £ed<*ra' commission asked 
the state commissions to make the 
same increase in intra-state tariffs 
In general the state commissions 
refused 
and protested against

increase, but in evf-ry case where the 
state agencies refused to grant the 
increase the interstate commerce 
commission ordered them to be put 
into effect in the various states.

schools. JVhiist greater advantages are af~ 
Zorded In the schools of the larger cities in 
most things, there still remains an outstanding 
fact that cannot be denied, namely: That 
greater attention is given to the art of spell- 
ing In the old-fashioned schools. 


This statement is from observation 


and not as a result of particular inquiry made. 
It is seldom, if ever, one hears of a spelling 
match being held in a city school—but it may 
be. At county fair time, when spelling match- 
es are held, as a part of the plan of the agri- 
cultural society in bringing out the best fea- 
tures of school -work, it is a noticeable fact 
that rural pupils are the most prominent in 
the contests, take the most interest and gen- 
erally come out with the highest honors. 


The old-time "spelling bee" idea is not a 


lost art in the rural districts and 'twill be a sad 
day for education should that day ever come. 
An old-time editor used to believe that the 
poorest spellers in school eventually drifted in- 
to newspaper work, where good spelling is 
needed the most. He was probably wrong, 
but the condition that promoted his belief was 
not a flattering commentary on the ability of 
the schools to turn out good spellers. 


It really does seem that a part of the time 


given to other things apparently not so essen- 
tial might with profit be turned to better in- 
struction in spelling. 
More encouragement 


ought to be given to staging "spelling bees."

MEDICAU INSPECTION 


W 


HEN the writer was a school boy in Al- 


lerj-co—and it wasn't such a long time 


ago, save in the matter of the number of 
years that have elapsed since then—when any- 
one broached the subject of - medical In- 
spection in the public schools by a public 
health nurse, for the detection of defects that 
tended to hinder the progress of the youth of 
that time in mental development, a perfect 
storm of opposition resulted. 


With passing time, however, many prejudic- 


es have been overcome. What used to be 
looked upon as revolutionary, foolish and al- 
together unnecessary and not to be thought, 
of, is now the accepted thing. 


The work of the public health nurse is 


doing wonders in removing conditions that 
hinder and retard the development of youth, 
mentally and physically. The schools of Allen- 
co have taken an advanced step in the direc- 
tion of aiding in the education of the children 
by providing the means for removing the 
things that interfere with their progress. 


Figures afforded fr9m one of the many 


reports filed by the rural school nurse, prove 
quite conclusively that the idea of health sup- 
ervision is worth while. These figures show 
an appalling sub-normal health 
condition 


among children. Of a total of 337 examined 
at Bluffton, it was found that 137 pupils had 
decayed teeth. Less than 25 per cent of the 
pupils examined were found normal. Defect- 
ive -vision has been retarding 61 of the pupils. 
Many have impaired breathing and cases of 
throat infection numbered 170. In addition to 
this, it was found that many of the children 
are underweight. Immediate steps will be 
taken to remedy these conditions. 


Tho it appears strange, it is true that 


even in the face of such appalling facts, there 
is frequently opposition to the plan.
